4%, YUZHTRANS pays uo demurrage, aithough i%3 transports customarily overstay the 
internationally specified lvading time by 8 to 24 days or moves, The back claims 
af the Denaukaibahnhof alane for demurrage againet YOZETRANS amount %6 approximately 
200,000 Schilling, while the total arrears of the Soviets to the Austrian Federal 
Bailways amount te about 6,000,000 Schilling. Ail demands by railrcad authorities 
for payment of these back fees are promptly turned down. Because of the jangth of 
time the care are tied up in the service of TUZHTRANS, the rotation and availability 
of cars is severaly handicapped.
